"There are but two breeas of 


bird dogs that stand out as field 
trial champions" according to an 
article by Horace Lytle m the cur- 
rent issue of The Elks Magazine," 
the pointer and the English setter 
The Gordon setter originated in 


Scotland; and while being a good 
shooting dog, is too slow for field 
tual work as a rule, probably be- 
cause of his bloodhound ancestry, 
which causes him to spend too 
ranch time on foot scent, whereas 
field trial judges like to see a dog 
go boldly up to the body scent 
in a lofty manner. Irish setters 
as a rule are superior to Gordons, 
tut only a few Irish setters have 
made great records 
"The Irish setter is probably the 


most beautiful of them all, but 
iu=- beauty was the cause of his 
downfall as a field trial 
winner. 


The bench show enthuuiaata took 
him up and as their ideau of dogs 
are based on points, and

points not on birds, but on color ofc

pointer who have written field trial 
history. The National Champion- 
ship has been run a total of thirty- 
nve times from 1890 to 1931 in- 
clusive.

winneis of this title twenty-one 
wins have been made by pointers. 
The setters piled up most of their 
wins in the early years of 
the 


Championship event. The pointeis 
were late in starting, but once they 
got in the habit of winning they 
kept at it. Since 1914 the point- 
eis have been doing most of the 
winning, except for the three wins 
of Feagln's Mohawk Pal. Prior to 
1909 
no pointer had ever won the 


title. Since 1914 only two different 
setters have won it 
Eighteen set- 


ters have won the title twenty- 
one times and ten pointers have 
won it fourteen times." 


The present champion is Mary 


Blue who also captured the crown 
in 1929. She is owned by W. C 
Teagle, President of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey.

the bureau points out. If toma- 
toes are chosen, this means that a 
family of five should have 3 quarts 
of the canned product each week. 


In the same publication the bu- 


reau points out that 15 to 18 
pounds of other vegetables and 
fruits are necessary.for this fami- 
ly of five each week. About two- 
thirds of this quantity should be 
allowed for vegetables and one- 


i third for fruit. 
The amount of 


vegetables is again divided in half 
between the stored vegetables, in- J 
eluding the roots and cabbage, and i 
fresh or canned vegetables. The 
bureau emphasizes that the list 
should include some of green or- 
yellow color because of their great- 
er vitamin content. 


Following this suggested distri- 


bution, there should be from, 5 
pints to three quarts of a variety 
of canned vegetables per week for 
the family of five. If the canning 
nas been done in the numbered 
containers as is the commercial 
pack, this would mean that 
the 


family of five should, eat each week 
either two No. 3 cans and one No. 
1 can, or three No/3 cans of veg- 
etables. In families 
doing hard 


physical work the larger quantity 
is necessary. A family of Jive also 
requires from 71-2 to $ pounds of 
stored vegetables, excluding pota- 
toes, which are listed separately in 
this low cost food guide. 


From 2 1-2 to 3 pounds of fruits, 


fresh, canned or dried, complete 
the week's allowance of fruits and 
vegetables. Canned fruits, includ- 
ing the jellies and preserves, may 
be utilized entirely, providing they 
are of such a nature as to fit ad- 
vantageously into the low cost diet, 
the bureau says. From 2 to 3 
pints of home .canned fruit are the 
equivalent of the 2 1-2 to 3 
pounds of fresh, canned or dried. 
fruit. 


This tabulation which has been; 


worked out for families of 3, 7, 
and 10, as well as 5, can also serve 
as a guide to the housewife wno 
has done considerable canning' 
this summer and who wishes to | 
budget ner supply for the entire 
winter. For example, figuring on 
a six month's basis, when the fresh 
vegetable is not .available, a fami- * 
ly of. 5 would require a minimum i 
of 52 quarts of canned tomatoes 
to see them safely through until 
spring..
